WASHINGTON.—(/P)—President Roosevelt became the hub Thursday of 


second-term activities that included financial word that the administration was 
striving for cuts in both federal appropriations and certain taxes 


The following reports emerged frorrt 


White House conferences and other 
authoritative circles: 


That the executive and congrcsisonal 


leaders look to further improvement in 
business to hasten a return on a bal- 
anced budget. 


That there will be no general shake- 


up of the cabinet. 


That the government will do "very 


little" borrowing from now on to fi- 
nance running expenses. 


That the Civilian Conservation Corps 


will be extended after March 31 and 
made permanent July 1. 


That lending powers of the Recon- 


struction Finance Corporation will be 
extended beyond July 1. 


That the White House secretariat 


will remain the same, at least for the 
present. 


Chairmen Harrison (Dem., Miss.) and 


Doughton (Dem., N. C.) of the Senate 
and House Committees on Taxation 
talked budget and taxes with Mr. 
Roosevelt. 


Harrison said afterward the question 


of eliminating, nuisance taxes where 
administrative costs were "out of all 
proportion" to the revenue cpllected 
was being studied. Possible modifica- 
tion of the levy on undistributed prof- 
its of corporations, to case the burden 
on companies in debt and those wish- 
ing to enlarge their plants, also was 
under review, he said. 


He reiterated there would be no in- 


creased taxes -at the coming session, 
basing this opinion on, the business 
pick-up and consequent higher tax re- 
ceipts. 


"Reports of receipts to the Treasury 


are most gratifying," he said. 


Speaker Bankhead (Dem., Ala.) came 


out of the president's private office 
with a statement he had discussed 
prospects of keeping appropriations 
down. 


"The president is as anxious to do 


that at any of us," he saia.
